Tel  Aviv  is  today  bursting 
at  Its  seams,  and  lends  authenticity  to 
the  impression  of  intensity  and  urg- 
ency which  the  whole  country  ex- 
presses. There  Is  good  reason  lor  this 
urgency,  because  without  11  the  state 
might  very  well  succumb  to  the  weak- 
nesses that  Imperil  it. 

Israel  today  Is  faced  with  many 
problems.  IU  first  is  economic,  its 
second  social,  and  Its  third  and  least 
dangerous  of  all— la  the  Arab  threat  of 
what  Beirut,  Damascus.  Amman  and 
Cairo  cafe  talk  calls  “the  second 
round."  The  main  economic  danger 
is  of  inflation.  The  cost  of  living  is 
astronomically  high,  and  wages  have 
followed  it.  Nearly  half-ati»illion  Im- 
migrant* from  Eastern  Europe,  from 
Uie  Far  East  and  from  the  Yemen 
have  arrived  this  year,  and  their  com- 
ing has  placed  an  almost  intolerable 
burden  on  the  country.  Each  day  hun- 
dreds, and  often  thousands,  of  the 
shattered  remnants  of  Hitler's  pogrom 
com#  from  Europe.  Untrained,  often 
demoralised  after  years  of  persecution 
and  postwar  hopelessness  In  the  dLs- 


dian  will  respond  with  any  great 
enthusiasm  to  the  knowledge  that  he 
is  to  be  left  in  sole  possession  of  the 
descriptive  title  "Indian."

11  u a tantalizing  speculation  to  pon- 
der what  this  continent  would  be  like 
If  our  so-called  Indian  were  still  the 
master  of  his  native  laud  and  ships 
xuil  confined  to  Uie  other  side  of  the 
Atlantic.  There  would  be  no  Indian 
M L A.  making  history  in  the  British 
Columbia  Legislature,  no  statue  of 
Queen  Victoria  coming  to  Victoria, 
and  no  mental  peregrinations  like 
these  aired  in  public  print.  Christo- 
pher Columbus  was  responsible  for 
many  more  things  than  ever  he  could 
have  dreamed  possible.

British  Columbia  is  giving  increasing  con 
cern  it  may  be  encouraging  to  note  the 
remarks  of  the  new  Provincial  Minister  of 
Agriculture,  Mr.  Bowman,  in  his  maiden 
speech  In  the  Legislature.  In  emphasizing 
the  need  for  legislation  Mr.  Bowman  was 
echoing  his  predecessor,  Mr.  Putnam,  who 
session  after  session  warned  farmers  that 
the  land  was  suffering  irreparable  loss. 

Mr.  Bowman's  hope  that  suitable  legisla- 
tion can  be  introduced  next  session  will  be 
widely  shared,  for  each  year’s  delay  merely 
adds  to  that  lass.  It  may  be  that  govern- 
mental measures  will  be  mainly  restrictive, 
to-save  farmers  from  the  effects  of  unsound 
cultivation  and  excessive  exploitation  of 
soil" fertility.
